MARION, Ind. (AP) — The 
giant meteor that exploded over 
the Midwest apparently vapor* 
ized before it struck a form 
field near here. 
Experts hunted through a soy* 
bean field all day Sunday with* 
out finding any trace of the 
meteorite particles and con* 
eluded they probably never 
would. 
Thousands of persons saw the 
flash of the meteor Saturday 
night as it disintegrated in a 
brilliant rain of fragments on 
Indiana, Michigan and southern 
Ontario, Canada. 
Dr. Newton G.Sprague,asso­ 
ciate professor of physics at 
Ball State University, searched 
the soybean field where an eye­ 
witness said a "fire ball as big 
as a barn" fell Saturday night. 
"Fragments of meteorite very 
likely fell around Marion," Dr. 
Sprague said, "but what most 
persons saw was a burning 
cloud of ionized gasses, not a 
meteorite." 
He added that "the meteor 
could have broken up into such 
•mall particles it would be like 
the dust on your shirt." 
The day-long search centered 
on a 20-acre soybean field where 
Wayne Qassburn. 40, a former, 
said the meteor 'lit up the sky 
with a ball of fire as large as a 
barn. It trailed to the ground 
with jagged edges and looked 
like a dragon spitting fire." 
The light lasted about five 
seconds, he said. 
There were no fires after the 
red glow disappeared. He re* 
ported hearing no sound. 
"Meteors are normally ac* 
companied by an explosion or 
whizzing noise," Dr. Sprague 
explained. "If Mr. Qassburn 
heard no sound, it is possible it 
was 
further away than he 
thought." 
But Glassburn said, "I know 
something's out in the soybean 
field. After everything quiets 
down, I may get my bearings 
and have a look for myself. The 
meteorite could be hidden by 
weeds."

Thant May 
Stay Until 
End of Year 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N. Y. 
(AP) — U.N. Secretary-General 
U Thant said today he would 
consider remaining in office un­ 
til the end of this year, if mem* 
bers of the world organization 
foil to agree on a successor by 
Nov. 3 when his term expires. 
He declined to say whether 
he would agree to stay on be* 
yond Dec. 31. 
Thant made his comment at 
a news conference in which he 
also declared that East-West re­ 
lations had reached a new low 
and that UJi. action on disarm­ 
ament and other key issues was 
being severely hampered. 
Thant also expressed doubts 
as to the value of an Asian 
peace conference on Viet Nam 
in view of the concept of some 
powers that this was a holy war 
between the Communist and 
non-Communist ideologies. 
Thant met the press as dip­ 
lomats from around the world 
gathered for the opening of the 
21st session of the General As­ 
sembly Tuesday afternoon. He 
talked privately with UJS. Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk just 
before the news conference. 
Thant's indication that he 
might remain in office beyond 
Nov. 2 came after newsmen 
noted the worldwide appeal for 
him to reconsider his decision 
to step down. When asked 
whether he might extend his 
term still further if no suitable 
successor is found, Thant said 
he did not agree with the theory 
that a deadlock might develop. 
He declared that his decision 
to quit was not linked with the 
Viet Nam war. U.N. financing 
and other problems he had giv­ 
en in his letter on Sept. 1. 
His decision to retire, he said, 
was not related to possible im­ 
provements in the world situa­ 
tion. 
He made it clear that he was 
unhappy with his inability to 
function as he believed the sec­ 
retary-general should because 
some member nations looked 
upon 
the 
post as that of 
"a glorified clerk." 
He said he believed the sec­ 
retary-general should be able 
to take diplomatic and political 
initiatives much broader than 
some members felt should be 
permitted.

to av o id reckless behav io r. But we kno w 
that

care he sho uld. Until we’v e g o ne as far as 
we can in pro v iding him with safe equip­ 
ment, we aren’t sav ing all the liv es

A g iant step fo rward will co me when needed 
safety equipment — slo w-m o v ing -v ehicle em­ 
blems and po wer take-o ff shields, fo r ex ample 
— beco me standard equipment. A farm equip­ 
ment buy er sho uldn’t hav e the o ptio n o f re­ 
fusing needed safety equipment. 
Until recently a farmer who wanted a ro ll

himself. To day they ’re beco ming mo re wide­ 
ly av ailable fro m the manufacturer as 
nal equipment. 
As researchers make new disco v eries and 
equipment o f safer desig n beco mes av ailable 
safety pro g ress will surely accelerate. Safer 
perfo rmance by o perato rs equipped with safer

state park s. 
There are tod ay ov er 29,000 
tree 
farms 
where owners 
agree to grow timber as

crop — replacing the trees

In reality , there are no more

conserv ationists than

who work in the timber 
ind u stry .

We 
hav e a newer recipe. 
Instead of apathy , begin with a 
lou d ly tru mpeted pu blic concern 
ov er “ beau tify ing** a city and 
ov er the d read fu l state of slu m- 
d wellers. Tak e ou t the low-paid 
work ers and replace them with 
men, women and large nu m­ 
bers of illegitimate child ren on 
relief. Annou nce to the world 
that major Improv ements are 
u nd erway . Then bu lld oze to the 
grou nd sev eral large areas of 
su bstand ard hou sing and bu ild 
lu x u ry high-rise apartments in 
their place. 
The re* s ju st one thing wrong 
with this apparently tasty d ish 
the social reformers and gov ­ 
ernments planners hav e set be­ 
fore the pu blic. They forgot 
abou t the people who were liv ­ 
ing in the slu m, d espite all 
the 
talk abou t them. When 
their former lod gings were torn 
d own and the lu x u ry apartments 
went u p, they had to mov e 
elsewhere. They certainly cou ld 
not mov e into the lu x u ry apart­ 
ments. 
The city of Clev eland was re ­ 
cently swept by sav age rioting 
originating in the area k nown 
as Hou gh, a slu m. As recently 
as ten y ears ago, Hou gh was not 
a slu m at all. It has since be­ 
come a slu m becau se of the fan­ 
tastic ov ercrowd ing resu lting 
from u rban renewal projects in 
other parts of Clev eland . Low- 
rent tenants, forced ou t of their 
liv ing qu arters by u rban renew­ 
al, streamed into Hou gh which 
was one of the few areas where 
low rents were still av ailable. 
Only self-improv ement of su b­ 
stand ard 
areas can abolish 
slu ms. Urban renewal merely 
spread s the d isease. HLH.

California, 
conserv ativ e Re­ 
pu blican lead ers are carefu lly 
grooming a holly wood actor to 
be Presid ent

States.

goal. They 
are 
tak ing a step - by • step ap­ 
proach, and the first step is 
mak e their man, a lik eable, 
B-pictu re star and ex -TV an­ 
nou ncer, Gov ernor of Califor- 
nia. 
This strategy is probably the 
most important d ev elopment in­ 
sid e the Repu blican party and 
is almost certain to rip it wid e 
open. For while Ronald Reagan, 
the rightist, was getting v otes 
from the anti • Negro back lash 
in California, the Repu blican 
party in Massachu setts 
was 
nominating a Negro, Ed ward 
Brook e, to ru n for senator; and 
in 
the Mid d le West, Gciorge 
Romney annou nced for re-elec­ 
tion as Repu blican Gov ernor 
of Michigan on a militant plat­ 
form of fighting rlght-wingism. 
Again, in Illinois, 
liberal 
Repu blican Charles Percy , the 
Bell and Howell ex ecu tiv e, was 
appealing for Negro v otes in 
his race for the senate 
by 
going all the way to Mississip­ 
pi to champion Negro rights. 
In Tennessee, Howard Bak er, 
Repu blican cand id ate for 
the 
senate and son-in-law of Sen. 
Ev erett Dirk sen, R-H1., has a 
chance of d efeating Gov . Frank 
Clement, Democrat, if he gets 
enou gh of the Negro su pport 
which he is try ing d esperate­ 
ly to win. 
Su ch is the problem 
which 
Reagan’s cand id acy poses for 
the Repu blican party arou nd 
the nation.

g anism has already split the 
Republican party wide o pen. 
When Reag an was scheduled 
to fo rmally anno unce 
his 
candidacy o n Sept. 9 - a date 
he picked after co nsulting the 
stars — it was planned that 
ex -Go v . Go o dwin Knig ht, 
a 
hig hly 
respected 
Republi­ 
can, wo uld 
appear publicly

Reagan Finance Committee and 
she has been a Knight su pporter 
in the past. Bu t Good ie stood 
pat. 
Another 
Repu blican 
mad e 
poignantly u nhappy by Reagan’s 
right . wingism is Sen. Tom 
Ku chel of California, Repu bli­ 
can whip of the senate. 
In the last election, Ku chel, 
a mod erate, rolled u p the sec­ 
ond biggest v ote in California 
history , ex ceed ed only by the 
record 
v ote 
of his friend 
Earl Warren when ru nning for 
a third term as gov ernor. 
Tod ay , Reagan back ers mak e no 
secret of the fact that they are 
ou t to d efeat Ku chel when nex t 
he comes u p for election. He 
is mu ch too mod erate for them. 
This brings u p the qu estion of 
what Reagan stand s for, what 
his ex perience is, what policies 
he wou ld follow if elected gov ­ 
ernor of the biggest 
state in 
the u nion, which if it were an 
ind epend ent cou ntry , wou ld rank 
sev enth among 
the nations of 
the world in gross national 
prod u ct. 
Gov erning a state of this size 
and with su ch 
complicated 
problems is not easy . Yet 
Reagan is the only cand id ate 
for gov ernor of California who 
has nev er held any k ind 
of 
gov ernment office, nev er ev en 
been a member of a 
state 
commission or state commit­ 
tee. He is probably the only 
cand id ate for gov ernor in the 
entire nation with absolu tely 
no gov ernment ex perience. 
REAGAN'S RECORD 
If y o u lo o k up what Reag an 
has sto o d fo r y o u’ll find that 
he is ag ainst the pro g ressiv e 
inco me fo x , believ es that medi­ 
care is “ o ne o f the first steps 
in impo sing sfo tism o n o ur 
peo ple,” co nsiders Chief J us­ 
tice Earl Warren a “ lo usy jus­ 
tice,” has described federal 
aid to educatio n as “ a to o l o f 
ty ranny ,” and welfare 
recip­ 
ients “ a faceless mass wait­ 
ing fo r a hando ut.” 
Of co nserv atio n he o nce said. 
“ A tree’s a tree. Ho w many 
mo re do y o u need to lo o k at? ” 
And o f the J o hn Birch So cie­ 


ty which other Repu blican lead ­ 
ers, from Nix on to Dewey , hav e 
repu d iated , 
Reagan 
said , 
“I d on’t believ e I hav e 
any 
moral ju stification for 
re­ 
pu d iating them.” 
“ John Rou sselot is a terrific 
fellow,” he also said , o f the 
John Birch National Pu blic Re­ 
lations Director, who was d e­ 
feated for congress becau se o f 
his ex tremist v iews. 
That is a cross section of the 
Reagan basic philosophy 
of 
gov ernment. Bu t u nd er shrewd 
coaching 
by his right- wing 
hand lers, who hav e hired the 
pu blic 
relations 
firm of 
Spencer & Roberts, he 
has 
su cceed ed in blu rring 
this 
image. 
Tod ay he v eers away from 
the 
blu nt right • wingism that 
u sed to featu re his statements. 
Recently when ask ed what he 
thou ght of Chief Ju stice Warren 
he parried : “You mean Earl 
Warren the Gov ernor or Earl 
Warren 
the Chief Ju stice?” 
Then he proceed ed to d raw a 
d istinction between 
the two, 
thou gh Warren as Chief Ju stice 
has followed ex actly the same 
liberal philosophy which 
he 
followed when gov ernor 
of 
California. 
This blu rring of the Reagan 
image is the resu lt of a d e- 
cision by the Reagan 
brain 
tru st that Barry Gold water’s 
chief mistak e was in being too 
honest. Gcd d water 
called a 
spad e a spad e, ev en when u npop­ 
u lar, and ev en criticized 
the 
Tennessee Valley 
Au thority 
when he was in the heart of 
TVA territory . 
People d isagreed 
heartily 
with Barry , bu t had to ad mire 
his frank ness. 
Reag an’s 
handlers

American Corporation 
shou ld be basically responsible 
for the economic secu rity of the 
work er, his family and 
his 
commu nity . And soon all this 
mu st be the proper matter for 
collectiv e bargaining ov er a 
u nion contract. 
Und er 
this philosophy , the 
American bu sinessmen 
is 
responsible 
for

Collectiv e bargaining policy 
will be d ecid ed by the d elegates 
here and the rank and file back 
home, bu t “Abe” is a man of 
the people and k nows his people, 
so there is no d ou bt that he talk s 
for them.

wasn't sure of his daily sched­ 
ule but promised to 
fit 
any 
speech requests in if he could. 
He has scheduled 
a meeting 
Monday with the national com­ 
mitteeman 
and 
committee- 
woman for Missouri-Gene Tay­ 
lor of Sarcoxie and Mrs. Stanley 
Ginn of Columbia-to do a little 
strategy planning for this off- 
presidential election year 
in 
which 
the 
Republicans 
have 
higher hopes than in a 
long 
time. 
The minority party 
usually 
picks up some ground in off- 
year elections and Steelman 
feels 
the 
Republicans 
have 
such things as the Viet Nam 
war, inflation, reported scan­ 
dals in 
the 
federal poverty 
program 
and 
the 
high cost 
of living going for them in the 
election. 
He said he has eyed the state 
chairmanship for some time but 
actively campaigned for it the 
first time this year. 
When Ethan H. Campbell 
of 
St. Joseph resigned as 
state 
chairman 
earlier this year, 
Steelman said, there 
were 
a 
number of 
Republicans 
who 
asked him to seek the chair­ 
manship at once. 
But it 
would have meant 
a 
lot of red tape-someone would 
have had to resign from 
the 
committee so he could become 
a member and then be eligible 
to become chairman. He prom­ 
ised to try for the top party job 
when the GOP met Sept. 13. 
So he called on leaders in the 
Kansas City and St. Louis areas 
and 
talked 
to 
a number of 
leaders outstate by telephone. 
It was only then, he said, that he 
found Elmer Smith of St. Louis 
COunty also wanted the job. 
&nith directed the campaign

as the “Little Armada Rocket 
Rain Maker." 
When its eight launchers fire 
the result is a rainstorm of 
rockets. In 15 minutes the Car- 
ronade can said 6,000 rockets 
whistling toward shore. 
The Carronade is flagship of a 
division of four inshore rocket- 
firing ships stationed in the 
South China Sea off South Viet 
Nam.

When the trouble comes to 
troops within the rockets* 10,- 
000 yard range they call on the 
rocket ships. Two are on the 
firing line night and day. Within 
minutes after a call comes in, 
the five-inch launchers are In 
action. 
"We've saved many outposts 
from possibly being overrun by 
the Viet Cong," says L t. Ste­ 
phen M. Duncan of Oklahoma 
City, gunnery officer aboard the 
Carronade. 
The ships are nicknamed "Mc­ 
Coy's Navy," for the skipper of 
Division 93, Lt. Cmdr. Roy E. 


McCoy, 38, of Coronado, CMif. 
A Navy spotter goes a «here 
with*the troops. When rockets 
are needed he radioes target 
coordinates to the combat in­ 
formation center aboard a rock­ 
et ship. There, a team goes to 
work with ballistic slide rules to 
figure the defelection, angle- 
bearing and elevation of the 
rockets. 
The launchers twist, the tubes 
are adjusted and the first shells 
whoosh toward their objective. 
The spotter adjusts the firing 
from the shore. 
The Carronade has received 
five Vietnamese military de­ 
corations for its support of 
troops in the 1 st Military Corps, 
which includes the country's 
five northernmost provinces. 
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McCoy received the Vietnam­ 
ese Cross of Gallantry, and 
crewmen have been awarded 
nine gallantry medals.

She has 
not acted in films for a quarter 
century, yet most critics agree 
she remains the screen’s great­ 
est actress. 
Garbo lives in New York City, 
much as she has during her 40 
years in America: alone. Her 
aloneness has long been a na­ 
tional 
joke, but she is not 
amused. 
"I never said, *1 want to be 
alone,’" she once complained to 
a friend, "I only said, *1 want to 
be let alone’." For the most 
part, she is. Old-time fans often 
observe her on the long walks 
she takes on Manhattan streets, 
but they respect her privacy. 
Garbo has lived for many 
years in a cooperative apart­ 
ment on 52nd Street overlooking 
the East River. Her trips have 
grown 
more infrequent. She 
makes a rare return to Europe, 
usually staying at some se­ 
cluded place on the Riviera, or 
on the yacht of Aristotle Onas- 
sis. She comes to Hollywood 
once a year, visiting a few old 
friends like Katharine Hepburn, 
hair stylist Sidney Guildaroff, 
and director George Cukor. 
But most of the time she leads 
the solitary life. How did she get 
that way? 
Her biographers have sug­ 
gested that Garbo was a shy, 
sensitive girl who was thurst 
into a life for which she was 
temperamentally unsuited. The 
make-believe of being a motion 
picture actress appealed 
to 
her, but 
the clamor 
sur­ 
rounding her status as a movie 
star proved more than 
she 
could endure. 
Upon her arrival in Hollywood 
in 1926, she was immediately 
placed in the publicity mill at 
MGM. Press agents posed her 
with the studio’s trademark lion 
and in the silent-era version of 
cheesecake. The nadir came 
when she was required to don a 
sprinter’s suit for a photograph 
with the University of Southern 
California track coach. 
She snapped: "When I am 
beeg like Gish" » L illia n was 
then the queen of MGM — "no 
more publicity like this; no 
more handshakes with prize­ 
fighters." 
Garbo gave only a few terse 
interviews before withdrawing 
into silence. Lem Chaney told 
her: "Don't talk to anyone; we 
are in the business of illusion." 
The illusion of the "Divine 
Garbo" continued to grow dur­ 
ing her 15 years in Hollywood 
and it remains vivid toda>. 
Friends say she is acutely cons­ 
cious of that illusion and the 
way it is perpetuated by her 24 
films, which can be seeh on tel­ 
evision and at Garbo festivals in 
arthouse theaters. 
Over the years, many produc­ 
ers have announced plans to 
return Garbo to the screen,and 
she has not discouraged their 


overtures. Recently Ross Hun­ 
ter sent her the script of "The 
Heaven Train," in which he 
wanted her to play a nun. She 
returned it with the message 
that she didn't think she could 
portray a religious figure. 
"I don’t think she will ever 
act again,” concluded the pro­ 
ducer. 
Garbo’s friends agree. Says 
one: "If Greta 
went back to 
work now, she would be com­ 
peting with the way she appears 
in the films of her heyday. She

Missouri 
Bonanza 


By Edison E. Shrum 
"W ar," said Sherman long 
ago, "is hell." But that is not 
all it is; it is also WASTE. 
This is especially true of for­ 
eign wars, such as we have been 
fighting the past half century, 
where even the metallic litter 
of the battlefields is not open 
to salvage on our part. 
Probably half of our high- 
grade, low-cost reserves of 
iron and lead now lie buried on 
the battlefields of Europe and 
the Pacific. In fact the drain of 
World War n was such that, 
in 1945, Elmer W. Pehrson, 
an official of the Bureau of 
Mines, estimated that our high- 
grade commercial reserves of 
lead ore were then sufficient 
for twelve years, zinc for nine­ 
teen years, and silver for only 
eleven years. Submarginal and 
speculative reserves of lead 
were estimated as adding per­ 
haps five more years of pro­ 
duction. 
"Future additions" he thought, 
would depend "largely on the 
success achieved in utilizing 
known low-grade deposits not 
available economically at pres­ 
ent and the discovery of deep- 
seated or concealed deposits, 
the presence 
of which is not 
easily discernable." And be­ 
cause the mining of deep-seat­ 
ed ores and the processing of 
low-grade deposits are apt to 
be considerably more expen­ 
sive than the same operations 
with high-grade materials, he 
felt that higher prices would 
play an important role in en­ 
couraging the development oi 
any new deep reserves. 
Fortunately for us, new meth­ 
ods of detecting deep-seated 
ores were just then coming in­ 
to use. These, from an early 
date, we thought were destined 
to be more important to the 
heartland region than else - 
where, simply because we had 
vast potential ore-bearing stra ­ 
ta located at favorable depths 
for use of these new methods 
of mineral detection. 
In August 1958 we surmised 
that application of these would 
in Missouri alone, result in 
new investments totaling hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars. 
We felt that stepped-up re ­ 
search in this field was the key 
for bringing this about. 
Missouri alone of our heart­ 
land states has really worked 
this research field, and in the 
past few years has boosted its 
geological survey to where it 
. -.orpares favorably with the 
best in the nation. The results, 
too, have been all that could 
have been desired. 
Recent figures indicate that 
the past five years have brought 
Missouri some $209.2 million in 
new investments in iron mining, 
milling and processing, with an 
estimated future potential of an 
additional $80 million now in 
view. 


Construction costs at new Mis­ 
souri lead mines, mills and 
sm elters, in that p e r io d , 
amounted to about $90 million, 
with an estimated $60 million 
or so still to come In the near 
future. In fact, only last No­ 
vember, Kennecott Copper Cor­ 
poration announced plans for a 
$33 million lead mine and mill 
ten miles NW. of Ellington, Mo. 
This alone will employ about 
225 people. Then, in December, 
American Metal Climax and 
Homestake Mining announced a 
joint $35 million mine, mill and 
sm elter complex to be de­ 
veloped at Bixby, Mo. In addi­ 
tion, Frisco Railroad will build 
a $5 million rail line to serve 
some of the new mines, just as 
M issouri Pacific built a new line 
to the Pea Ridge, Mo., iron 
development. 
The new lead smelter, by the 
way, will be the first new one 
erected in the United states in 
over forty years. 
Also, it is 
worth noting that Mis sort’s new 
lead region is the first such de­ 
velopment in the nation since the 
Picher-Miami Tri-Statedepos­ 
its were opened about 1916. 
Conservative mining journals 
now share our enthusiasm of 
some eight years ago. An a r­ 
ticle in the Nov. 1965 issue of 
the Engineering & Mining Jour­ 
nal even went so far as to say 
that Missouri’s new mineral 
area "now has the potential of 
being — and is rapidly becom­ 
ing — one of the supermining 
districts of the world." Capital 
investment, over the next ten 
years, is estimated at $500 
million. Others predict that by 
1968 the new Missouri Lead 
Belt will be the largest lead 
producer in the world, with an 
annual output totaling some $100 
m illlon. New and Important cop­ 
per discoveries are anticipat­ 
ed, too. 
Still, as a region, we have a 
long way to go and much to do. 
Of the other five Magic Circle 
states, only Iowa has done a 
significant amount of aeromag- 
netic survey work. This still 
has not panned out, but there are 
promising prospects and a sub­ 
stantial amount of drilling has 
already been done or is now 
under way in that state. 
Some local surveys in Arkan­ 
sas also seem about to pay off. 
Notably at Rlson, where a num­ 
ber of drill holes have revealed 
a considerable ore body. Al­ 
so, at the long-known Magnet 
Cove high, where Union Carbide 
last fall announced plans for a 
$5 million, 150-employe vana­ 
dium mine and mill. 
Eventually, we think, the new 
deep exploration deep mining 
techniques will bring import­ 
ant developments in such un­ 
likely states as Kansas and 
Nebraska, the latter now some­ 
times referred to as "the state 
without a mine." Some refine­ 
ment of methods of detection 
may still have to be developed 
before maximum exploitation of 
a wide range of non-magnetlc 
m lnerairtan be anticipated for ' 
these areas. 
Still, this will eventually come. 
Higher prices and exhaustion of 
high -grade 
shallow deposits 
will, before long, demand that 
we at least make greater ef­ 
forts to determine what is avail­ 
able in our heartland mineral 
basement. As things now stand, 
only Missouri can be given 
credit with something closely 
approximating a maximum ef­ 
fort in that direction.

Credit Boom Brings Need 


_ For Counseling Services

NEW YORK (AP) — The tre- 
mendous surge in the use of 
credit during the 1960s is being 
accompanied by a related phe­ 
nomenon: counseling services 
that advise or supervise those 
who can't pay bills. 
The reception given a new 
counseling service here indi­ 
cates there are a lot of people 
who thought they were basking 
in the good life only to have a 
tidal wave of bills submerge 
them in debt. 
Said William J. Martin Jr., 
President of Consumer Credit 
Counseling Service of Long Is­ 
land: 
"We haven’t publicized the 
service much, but we have de­ 
termined there is a definite 
need. People are banging down 
the door." Those seeking help 
are “confused, overwhelmed by 
their position." 
Called by various names— 
debtors 
anonymous, 
credit 
counselors, consumer counse­ 
lors—they have the same goal: 
To take the avalanche of bills 
you can't pay, put you on a 
strict budget and, if necessary, 
horsetrade your creditors into 
t a k i n g payments in smaller 
amounts. 
Credit counseling services are 
available in at least 27 states 
and Ontario, Canada. Soon there 
may be one in Washington, 
D.C., and in the near future 
they are expected to appear in 
every state where laws permit. 
The facts behind the pheno­ 
menon are these: 
Consumer instalment debt has 
Increased from about $48 billion 


in 1962 to close to $70 billion 
early this year. Personal bank­ 
ruptcies, estimated at more 
than 140,000 a year, have had 
a similar increase. 
Some of this results from ill­ 
ness and acts of God. Much of 
it, however, represents the pro­ 
liferation of charge accounts, 
credit cards, easy terms, and 
the buy-now-pay4ater philoso­ 
phy. 


Any community can begin a 
credit counseling service if its 
merchants, doctors, lawyers, 
loan officials and bankers want 
one and are willing to pay the 
administrative 
costs.

(AP) —- The 
giant meteor that exploded over 
the Midwest apparently vapor­ 
ized before it struck a farm 
field near here. 
Experts hunted through a soy­ 
bean field all day Sunday with­ 
out finding any trace of the 
meteorite particles and con­ 
cluded they 
probably 
never 
would. 
Thousands of persons saw the 
flash of the meteor Saturday 
night as it disintegrated in a 
brilliant rain of fragments on 
Indiana, Michigan and southern 
Ontario, Canada. 
Dr. NewtonG.Sprague,asso­ 
ciate professor of physics at 
Ball State University, searched 
the soybean field where an eye­ 
witness said a “ fire ball as big 
as a barn" fell Saturday night. 
"Fragments of meteorite very 
likely fell around Marion,” Dr. 
Sprague said, “ but what most 
persons saw was a burning 
cloud of Ionized gasses, not a 
meteorite." 
He added that "the meteor 
could have broken up into such 
small particles it would be like 
the dust on your shirt." 
The daylong search centered 
on a 20-acre soybean field where 
Wayne Glassburn, 40, a former, 
said the meteor "lit up the sky 
with a ball of fire as large as a 
barn. It trailed to the ground 
with jagged edges and looked 
like a dragon spitting fire." 
The light lasted about five 
seconds, he said. 
There were no fires after the 
red glow disappeared. He re­ 
ported hearing no sound. 
"Meteors are normally ac­ 
companied by an explosion or 
whizzing noise," Dr. Sprague 
explained. "If Mr. Glassburn 
heard no sound, it is possible it 
was 
further 
away than 
he 
thought.” 
But Glassburn said, "I know 
something's out in the soybean 
field. After everything quiets 
down, I may get my bearings 
and have a look for myself. The 
meteorite could be hidden by 
weeds.”

40,a term er, 
said the meteor "lit up the sky 
with a ball of fire as large as a 
barn.

Thant also expressed doubts 
as to the value of an Asian 
peace conference on Viet Nam 
in view of the concept of some 
powers that this was a holy war 
between 
the Communist and 
non-Communist ideologies. 
Thant met the press as dip­ 
lomats from around the world 
gathered for the opening of the 
21st session of the General As­ 
sembly Tuesday afternoon. He 
talked privately with UJS. Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk just 
before the news conference.

'is a national problem. 
The State Bank of Fisk has been robbed four 
tim es in five years. 
Just why small banks are a popular target 
~?for crooks is something of a mystery although 
t^money is readily available in them, access is 
^easy, there are fewer custom ers to get in the 
way and escape presents few traffic or other 
complications. 
Small banks are handicapped in providing 
guards. 
They 
need them 
only on a rare oc­ 
casion basis and they can’t afford to pay year 
around wages for rare protection needs. 
Warning system s give only minimum protec­ 
tion because police service is informal and 
the peace officers probably would be out of 
earshot when the warning sounded. 
But rigid laws on bank holdups assure heavy 
punishment if the robbers are caught, detec­ 
tion possibilities give every appearance of fav­ 
oring law and order and providing small com­ 
fort to crim inals. 
Bank robbers are often caught and punished. 
Even robbery of a sm all bank would not ap- 
~pear to be as tempting as some other forms 


of criminal activity. 
About all a sm all bank, such as the one in 
Fisk, can do to protect itself from robbers 
is 
for officials and 
employes to take mea­ 
sures to provide their own protection. Wheth­ 
er it is wise to take the law into their own 
hands may be a question but no one can blame 
the Fisk bankers for arming them selves aft­ 
er numerous robberies. 
When two men entered the bank during a 
slack business time 
in the early afternoon 
Monday, two of the bank officials were arm ed 
and ready. There was a period of free wheel­ 
ing scuffling for guns on the floor and an 
exchange of shots that shattered the front 
door glass and perforated the walls. It would 
have been an extrem ely dangerous time for 
a customer to enter or pedestrian to walk 
past the bank. 
Effective? 
Time will tell but we are betting that his­ 
tory 
doesn’t repeat itself any time soon. The 
two men who tried to rob the bank Monday 
got nothing for their trouble but a revolver, 
which they later discarded, a bad time, the 
risk of being wounded seriously or killed, 
and the prospect of another stretch in a pen­ 
itentiary.

FTC AND MERGERS 
The Federal Trade Commission, sometimes 
accused of indulging in more talk than action, 
may be on the verge of adopting a tougher anti- 
m erger policy. The FTC has scheduled an oral 
hearing for Monday, Sept. 19 on the m erger of 
International Telephone & Telegraph Corp. and 
Am erican Broadcasting Companies, Inc. Share­ 
holders of ITT and ABC approved the corporate 
m arriage 
in separate meetings last April. 
The ITT-ABC m erger, if consummated, would 
be a classic case of ‘‘conglomerate” 
con­ 
solidation. A conglomerate 
m erger 
unites 
concerns engaged in unrelated activities, or 
those making sim ilar products which do 
not 
compete in the same area of the country. Since 
the two other types of m ergers - - vertical and 
horizontal - - are almost automatically open 
to challenge under existing antitrust law, around 
70 per cent of all business consolidation today 
is conglomerate. 
ITT and ABC would, together, provide power­ 
ful competition 
for the Radio Corporation 
of 
A m erica, which owns the National Broadcasting 
Company. The Columbia Broadcasting System 
Inc., which owns the New York Yankees and the 
rights to ‘‘My Fair Lady,” among othe'r things, 
is not exactly a charity case, either. 
While the ITT-ABC m erger would appear to 
put the three VHF television networks on equal 
footing, and thereby enhance competition, it may 
never come to pass. FTC, the Antitrust Division 
of the Justice Department, and the Senate sub­ 
committee on antitrust and monopoly have all 
expressed concern about the trend toward busi­ 
ness concentration. Richard J. Barber, a staff

techniques. There are more 
redwoods 
growing in Califor­ 
nia 
than ever before. 
There 
are 
extensive 
state parks. 
There are 
today over 29,000 
tree 
farm s 
where 
owners 
agree to grow 
tim ber 
as 
a 
crop -- replacing 
the 
trees 
they use 
and protecting them 
against 
fire, insects and dis­ 
eases. 
In reality, there are no more 
genuine 
conservationists than 
those 
who work in the tim ber 
industry. 
They love the wild­ 
ern ess, too.

Everett Dirksen, R.Q1., has a 
chance of defeating Gov.

Instead of apathy, begin with a 
loudly trumpeted public concern 
over “ beautifying” a city and 
over the dreadful state of slum - 
dw ellers. Take out the low-paid 
workers and replace them with 
men, women and large num­ 
bers of illegitimate children on 
relief. Announce to the world 
that major improvements are 
underway. Then bulldoze to the 
ground several large areas of 
substandard housing and build 
luxury hign-rise apartm ents in 
their place.

They are old-fashioned men 
delegates to an old - fashioned 
union convention, led by an old- 
fashioned labor chief who loves 
flowers and hates “ tuxedo trade 
unionism.” 
But, as the headlines of the 
next two yea rs will prove, there 
is nothing old - fashioned about 
this labor leader, I. W. CAbe) 
Abel, who plans to space • age 
the demands of the 3,250 locals 
of the 
1,120,000 - 
member 
United Steelworkers of Ameri- 
ca (USWA) in such fashion that 
it will shake up the land as 
well as the vast steel industry. 
“ Abe" and his colleagues, the 
golden - tongued Joe Molony 
and 
the intellectual 
Walter 
Burke, in synthesis believe that 
t h e 
American 
Corporation 
should be basically responsible 
for the economic security of the 
worker, his family and 
his 
community. And soon all this 
must be the proper matter for 
collective bargaining over a 
union contract. 
Under 
this philosophy, the 
American businessmen 
is 
responsible 
for 
providing 
everything from a guaranteed 
annual wage to a solution for 
traffic 
jam s which chew up a 
worker’s free tim e. 
Collective bargaining policy 
will be decided by the delegates 
here and the rank and file back 
home, but “ Abe” is a man of 
the people and knows his people, 
so there is no doubt that he talks 
for them. 
What he says now will not 
be long rem em bered by a na­ 
tion anxiously looking far to the 
east. But when his words burst 
on the country in big black head­ 
lines two years hence, and all 
the people are startled as al­ 
ways they are when a major 
labor crisis looms, rem ember 
that he said it plainly here. 
And 
it should be noted that

in his year, not mine.” 
The presidential term of the 


silver • haired, 58 . year -old 
“ Abe" Abel expires 
in 1969. 
Last year he defeated 
the 
debonair Dave McDonald with 
the slogan: “ To hell with tuxedo 
trade unionism; let’s return 
the union to the rank and file.” 
And he will. 
That’s 
the motif of this 
enormous 
gathering of dele­ 
gates from the mill towns 
of 
America — now more 
portly, 
more the grandfather type than 
they were when they marched 
in serried, often bloodied rows 
in phalanx assault on big and 
“little steel" 
three decades 
ago. 
What dominates this conven­ 
tion 
is not the parade of na­ 
tional celebrities, but the lead­ 
ers* moves to involve the rank 
and file more and more direct­ 
ly in 
collective bargaining. 
“ Abe” and his colleagues want 
to bring them more into actual 
negotiations, though at the mo­ 
ment there is a 163-man Wage 
Policy 
Committee 
which is 
empowered 
to establish 
col­ 
lective bargaining policy and 
then to approve what it believes 
to be the best possible settle­ 
ment. 


Since last Oct. 22 an eight- 
man Collective Bargaining Re­ 
view 
Committee led by Joe 
Molony has been studying 
the 
problem. 
And what will the rankand file 
want from the 
steel industry 
two years from today, on the 
eve of a most crucial national 
election? 
Judge it by “ Abe’s” words: 
To him there is a three • fold 
program . He wants a compre­ 
hensive solution of all prob­ 
lem s affecting a worker, 
his 
family, and his community when 
technological 
pro g r e s s 
threatens to disrupt existing 
established patterns — including 
a guaranteed 
annual 
wage, 
permanent job security 
and 
life-time income. 


Also, compensation 
for the 
time spent by a worker traveling 
between his home and his job — 
an extension of the so - called 
“ portal - to - portal” 
pay 
principle. 
And continuous 
year-’round 
bargaining at the local plant 
level to handle thousands 
of 
local issues. 
There are wider horizons on 
the boardwalk in Atlantic City. 
“ Abe" wants the companies to 
give the union members stock 
options, 
just 
as the firm s 
afford 
such privileges to the 
executives. 
Joe 
Molony, 
whose lilting 
Irish laughter 
does not quite 
hide the steel in his humor when 
he talks of his 
rank and file, 
speaks of a 32-hour week at 
40 hours’ pay. 
And of course, more money. 
So, rem em ber in *68. It all 
began beside the sea on the 
boardwalk in Atlantic City.

Until farmers have the safest equipment it is 
possible to design, we aren’t saving all the lives 
we could. 
Farming is the third most hazardous occu­ 
pational classification. Mining and other extra­ 
active work is most dangerous and construc­ 
tion is second, according to 
1965 figures. 
A recent study indicates that more than half 
of the farm - tractor - accident deaths result 
when the vehicle turns over, either backward 
or sideways. 
The operator is usually crushed or 
beneath the tractor. The frequency* oP uffs 
type of accident is powerful evidence of the 
need for roll bars on farm tractors. 
Roll bars 
are heavy steel fram es designed 
to take the weight of an overturning vehicle, 
Ideally the operator should be snugly belted 
into place within the protective structure to 
prevent his being flipped out. 
Tractor operators, 
of course, 
have the 
obligation to stay off dangerous side slopes 
and 
to avoid reckless behavior. But we know 
that 
not 
every operator w ill use all the 
care he should. Until we’ve gone as far as 
we can in providing him with safe equip­ 
ment, we 
tren’t saving all the 
lives 
we 
could. 
A giant step forward will come when needed 
safety equipment — slow-m oving-vehicle em ­ 
blems and power take-off shields, for example 
- - become standard equipment. A farm equip­ 
ment buyer shouldn’t have the option of re­ 
fusing needed safety equipment. 
Until recently a farmer who wanted a roll 
bar 
on his tractor 
had to weld it together 
himself. Today they’re becoming more wide­ 
ly available from the manufacturer as origi­ 
nal equipment. 
As researchers make new' discoveries and 
equipment of safer design becomes available 
safety progress will surely accelerate. Safer 
performance by operators equipped with safer 
machinery will go a long way toward controll­ 
ing farm accidents.

How to cope with burglaries at small banks 
is a national problem. 
The State Bank of Fisk has been robbed four 
tim es in five years. 
Just why small banks are a popular target 
-for crooks is something of a mystery although 
;.-money is readily available in them, access is 
'«asy, there are fewer custom ers to get in the 
way and escape presents few traffic or other 
complications. 
Small banks are handicapped in providing 
guards. 
They 
need them 
only on a rare oc­ 
casion basis and they can’t afford to pay year 
around wages for rare protection needs. 
Warning systems give only minimum protec­ 
tion because police service is informal and 
the peace officers probably would be out of 
earshot when the warning sounded. 
But rigid laws on bank holdups assure heavy 
punishment if the robbers are caught, detec­ 
tion possibilities give every appearance of fav­ 
oring law and order and providing small com­ 
fort to crim inals. 
Bank robbers are often caught and punished. 
Even robbery of a sm all bank would not ap­ 
p e a r to be as tempting as some other forms 


of criminal activity. 
About all a sm all bank, such as the one in 
Fisk, can do to protect itself from robbers 
is - for officials and 
employes to take mea­ 
sures to provide their own protection. Wheth­ 
er it is wise to take the law into their own 
hands may be a question but no one can blame 
the Fisk bankers for arming them selves aft­ 
er numerous robberies. 
When two men entered the bank during a 
slack business time 
in the early afternoon 
Monday, two of the bank officials were armed 
and ready. There was a period of free wheel­ 
ing scuffling for guns on the floor and an 
exchange of shots that shattered the front 
door glass and perforated the walls. It would 
have been an extremely dangerous time for 
a customer to enter or pedestrian to walk 
past the bank. 
Effective? 
Time will tell but we are betting that his­ 
tory 
doesn’t repeat itself any time soon. The 
two men who tried to rob the bank Monday 
got nothing for their trouble but a revolver, 
which they later discarded, a bad time, the 
risk of being wounded seriously or killed, 
and the prospect of another stretch in a pen­ 
itentiary. 
They must have asked themselves since: Was 
this trip necessary? 
If more small bankers learned how to shoot 
the robbery problem would diminish almost to 
the vanishing point.

FTC AND MERGERS 
The Federal Trade Commission, sometimes 
accused of indulging in more talk than action, 
may be on the verge of adopting a tougher anti­ 
merger policy. The FTC has scheduled an oral 
hearing for Monday, Sept. 19 on the merger of 
International Telephone & Telegraph Corp. and 
American Broadcasting Companies, Inc. Share­ 
holders of ITT and ABC approved the corporate 
marriage 
in separate meetings last April. 
The ITT-ABC merger, if consummated, would 
be a classic case of “ conglomerate” 
con­ 
solidation. A conglomerate 
merger 
unites 
concerns engaged in unrelated activities, or 
those making sim ilar products which do 
not 
compete in the same area of the country. Since 
the two other types of m ergers — vertical and 
horizontal - - are almost automatically open 
to challenge under existing antitrust law , around 
TO per cent of all business consolidation today 
is conglomerate. 
ITT and ABC would, together, provide power­ 
ful competition 
for the Radio Corporation 
of 
America, which owns the National Broadcasting 
Company. The Columbia Broadcasting System 
Inc., which owns the New York Yankees and the 
rights to “ My Fair Lady,” among othe'r things, 
is not exactly a charity case, either.

We don’t make slums any more 
in the old-fashioned way, which 
required many low-paid work­ 
ers, run-down and unsafe build­ 
ings which nobody tried to im­ 
prove, and general apathy. We 
have a newer recipe. 
Instead of apathy, begin with a 
loudly trumpeted public concern 
over “ beautifying" a city and 
over the dreadful state of slum- 
dwellers. Take out the low-paid 
workers and replace them with 
men, women and large num­ 
bers of illegitimate children on 
relief. Announce to the world 
that major improvements are 
underway. Then bulldoze to the 
ground several large areas of 
substandard housing and build 
luxury high-rise apartments in 
their place. 
There's just one thing wrong 
with this apparently tasty dish 
the social reformers and gov­ 
ernments planners have set be­ 
fore the public. They forgot 
about the people who were liv­ 
ing in the slum, despite all

But, as the headlines of the 
next two years will prove, there 
is nothing old • fashioned about 
this labor leader, I. W. (Abe) 
Abel, who plans to s;>ace • age 
the demands of the 3,250 locals 
of the 1,120,000 • 
member 
United Steelworkers of Ameri­ 
ca (USWA) in such fashion that 
it will shake up the land as 
well as the vast steel industry* 
"Abe" and his colleagues, the 
golden • tongued Joe Moi on y 
and 
the intellectual 
Walter 
Burke, in synthesis believe that 
t h e 
American 
Corporation 
should be la sically responsible 
for the economic security of the 
worker, his family and 
his 
community. And soon all this 
must be the proper matter for 
collective bargaining over a 
union contract. 
Under 
this philosophy, the 
American businessmen 
is 
responsible 
for 
providing 
everything from a guaranteed 
annual wage to a solution for 
traffic 
jams which chew up a 
worker's free time. 
Collective ha { gaining policy 
will be decided by the delegates 
here and the rank and file hack 
home, but "Abe" is a man of 
the people and knows his people, 
so there Is no doubt that he talks 
for them. 
What he says now will not 
be long remembered by a na­ 
tion anxiously looking far to the 
east. But when his words burst 
on the country in big black head- 
lines two years hence, and all 
the people are startled as al­ 
ways they are when a major 
labor crisis looms, remember 
that he said it plainly here.

threatens to disrupt existing 
established patterns - including 
a guaranteed 
annual 
wage, 
permanent job security 
and 
life-time income. 


Also, compensation 
for the 
time spent bya worker traveling 
between his home and his job — 
an extension of the so • called 
"portal - to - portal" 
pay 
principle. 
And continuous 
year-*round 
bargaining at the local plant 
level to handle thousands 
of 
local issues. 
There are wider horizons on 
the boardwalk in Atlantic City. 
"Abe" wants the companies to 
give the union members stock 
options, 
just 
as the firms 
afford 
such privileges to the 
executives. 
Joe 
Molony, 
whose lilting 
Irish laughter 
does not quite 
hide the steel in his humor when 
he talks of his 
rank and file, 
speaks of a 32-hour week at 
40 hours* pay. 
And of course, more money.

10 through Jan. 15 with lim its 
of 10 daily and 10 in possession. 
The C onservation Com m ission 
established 
the season 
and 
lim its after 
reviewing quail 
production figures presented by 
Jack Stanford, 
quail biologist 
for the departm ent. 
The figures showed very high 
production of quail statew ide-- 
the highest on record—p artic­ 
ularly in the ea st-ce n tral part 
of M issouri. Production figures 
w ere also extrem ely high for 
the w est-cen tral, the southwest 
and the O zarks, with good p ro ­ 
duction indicated also for the 
northern part of the state. The 
only a re a in which production 
was not good--although

better than last 
y ear--w as in the southeast. 
The figures mean that unless

Garbo’s Desire for 
Privacy Prolongs 


Legendary Illusion

Gi tafsson in Stockholm, 
Sweden, 60 years aeo Sunday. 
Some sources say 61. She has 
not acted in film s for a quarter 
century, yet most critic s agree 
she rem ains the sc re en 's g reat­ 
est a c tre s s . 
Garbo lives in New York City, 
much as she has during her 40 
years in A m erica: alone. Her 
aloneness has long been a na­ 
tional 
joke, but she is not 
am used. 
"I never said, ‘I want to be 
a lo n e ,"' she once com plained to 
a friend, "I only said, *1 want to 
be let a lo n e '." F or the most 
part, she is. Old-time fans often 
observe her on the long walks 
she takes on M anhattan stre e ts, 
but they resp ect her privacy. 
Garbo has lived for many 
y ears in a cooperative a p a rt­ 
ment on 52nd S treet overlooking 
the E ast R iver. Her trip s have 
grown 
m ore infrequent. She 
m akes a ra re return to Europe, 
usually 
staying at 
som e se­ 
cluded place on the R iviera, or 
on the yacht of A ristotle Onas- 
sis . She com es to Hollywood 
once a year, visiting a few old 
friends like K atharine Hepburn, 
hair sty list Sidney Guiklaroff, 
and d irecto r George Cukor. 
But m ost of the tim e she leads 
the so litary life. How did she get 
that way? 
Her biographers have sug­ 
gested that Garbo was a shy, 
sensitive girl who was th u rst 
into a 
life for which she was 
tem peram entally unsuited. The

G arbo gave only a few te rse 
Interview s before withdrawing 
into silence. Lon Chaney told 
h er: “ Don't talk to anyone; we 
a re in the business of illusion.” 
The illusion of the “ Divine 
G arbo" continued to grow dur­ 
ing her 15 y ears in Hollywood 
and it 
rem ains vivid today. 
F riends say she is acutely cons­ 
cious of that illusion and the 
way it is perpetuated by her 24 
film s, which can be seen on te l­ 
evision and at Garbo festivals in 
arthouse th e ate rs. 
Over the years, many produc­ 
ers have announced plans to 
return Garbo to the screen, and 
she la s not discouraged their 


o v ertu res. Recently Ross Hun- 
te r sent her the script of “ The 
Heaven

returned it with the m essage 
that she didn't think she could 
portray a religious figure.

Missouri 
Bonanza

“ W ar," 
said Sherm an long 
ago, “ is h ell." But that is not 
a ll it is; it is also WASTE. 
T his is especially true of fo r­ 
eign w ars, such as we have been 
fighting the past half century, 
w here even the m etallic litte r 
of the battlefields is not open 
to salvage on our part. 
Probably half of our high- 
grade, 
low -cost re se rv e s of 
iron and lead now lie buried on 
the battlefields of Europe and 
the Pacific. In fact the drain of 
W orld W ar n was such that, 
in 
1945, E lm er W. Pehrson, 
an official of the Bureau of 
M ines, estim ated that our high- 
grade com m ercial re se rv e s of 
lead ore were then sufficient 
fo r twelve years, zinc for nine­ 
teen y ears, and silv er for only 
eleven years. Subm arginal and 
speculative re se rv e s of lead 
w ere estim ated as adding p e r­ 
haps five more years of p ro ­ 
duction. 
“ Future additions" he thought, 
would depend “ largely on the 
su ccess achieved in utilizing 
known low -grade deposits not 
available econom ically at p re s ­ 
ent and the discovery of deep- 
seated o r concealed deposits, 
the presence 
of which is not 
easily d iscern ab le." And be­ 
cause the mining of d ee p -sea t­ 
ed o res and the processing of 
low -grade deposits are apt to 
be considerably m ore expen­ 
siv e than the sam e operations 
with high-grade m aterials, he 
felt that higher prices would 
play an im portant role in e n ­ 
couraging the development ol 
any new deep rese rv e s. 
Fortunately for us, new m eth­ 
ods of detecting deep-seated 
o re s were just then coming in­ 
to use. These, from an early 
date, we thought were destined 
to be m ore im portant to the 
h eartland region than else - 
w here, sim ply because we had 
vast potential ore-bearing s tr a ­ 
ta located at favorable depths 
for use of these new methods 
of m ineral detection. 
In August 1958 we surm ised 
that application of these would 
in M issouri alone, resu lt in 
new investm ents totaling hun­ 
d red s of m illions of dollars. 
We felt that stepped-up r e ­ 
search in this field was the key 
for bringing this about. 
M issouri alone of our h e a rt­ 
land sta te s has really worked 
th is rese arch field, and in the 
past few years has boosted its 
geological survey to where it 
. Uipares favorably with the 
best in the nation. The re su lts, 
too, have been all that could 
have been desired. 
Recent figures indicate that 
the past five years have brought 
M issouri some $209.2 m illion in 
new investm ents in iron mining, 
m illing and processing, with an 
estim ated future potential of an 
additional $80 m illion now in 
view. 


Construction costs at new M is­ 
so u ri lead m ines, m ills 
and 
sm e lte rs, 
in 
that 
p e r i o d , 
amounted to about $90 m illion, 
with an estim ated $60 million 
o r so still to come in the near 
future. In fact, only last No­ 
vem ber, Kennecott Copper C or­ 
poration announced plans for a 
$33 m illion lead mine and mill 
ten m iles NW. of Ellington, Mo. 
This alone will employ about 
225 people. Then, in D ecem ber, 
A m erican Metal Climax and 
Hom estake Mining announced a 
joint $35 m illion mine, mill and 
sm elter 
complex 
to be de­ 
veloped at Bixby, Mo. In addi­ 
tion, F risco Railroad will build 
a $5 m illion rail line to serve 
som e of the new m ines, just as 
M issouri Pacific built a new line 
to the Pea Ridge, Mo., iron 
developm ent. 
The new lead sm elter, by the 
way, will be the first new one 
erected in the United States in 
o v er forty years. 
Also, it is 
worth noting that M issori'snew 
lead region is the first such de­ 
velopment in the nation since the 
Picher-M iam i T ri-S tate depos­ 
its were opened about 1916. 
Conservative mining journals 
now share our enthusiasm of 
som e eight years ago. An a r ­ 
ticle in the Nov. 1965 issue of 
the Engineering & M iningJour- 
nal even went so far as to say 
that M issouri's new m ineral 
a re a “ now has the potential of 
being -- and is rapidly becom ­ 
ing -- one of the superm ining 
d istric ts of the w orld." Capital 
investm ent, over the next ten 
y ears, 
is estim ated at $500 
m illion. O thers predict that by 
1968 the new M issouri Lead 
Belt will be the larg est lead 
producer in the world, with an 
annual output totaling some $100 
m illion. New and im portant cop­ 
p er discoveries are anticipat­ 
ed, too. 
Still, as a region, we have a 
long way to go and much to do. 
Of the other five Magic C ircle 
sta te s, only Iowa has done a 
significant amount of aerom ag- 
netic survey work. This still 
has not panned out, but there are 
prom ising prospects and a sub­ 
stantial amount of drilling has 
already been done or is now 
under way in that state. 
Some local surveys in A rkan­ 
s a s also seem about to pay off. 
Notably at Rison, where a num ­ 
b e r of d rill holes have revealed 
a considerable ore body. A l­ 
so, at the long-known Magnet 
Cove high, where Union Carbide 
la st fall announced plans for a 
$5 m illion, 150-employe vana­ 
dium mine and mill. 
Eventually, we think, the new 
deep exploration deep mining 
techniques will bring im port­ 
ant developm ents in such un­ 
likely sta te s as K ansas and 
N ebraska, the la tte r now som e­ 
tim es referre d to as “ the state 
without a m ine." Some refin e­ 
m ent of methods of detection 
may still have to be developed 
before maximum exploitation of 
a wide range of non-m agnetic 
m in e ral^ can be anticipated for 
these areas. 
Still, this will eventually come. 
Higher p rices and exhaustion of 
high -grade 
shallow 
deposits 
w ill, before long, demand that 
we at least make g reater e f­ 
fo rts to determ ine what is avail­ 
able in our heartland m ineral 
basem ent. As things now stand, 
only M issouri can be 
given 
credit with som ething closely 
approxim ating a maximum e f­ 
fo rt in that direction.

Legendary Illusion 


EDITOR’S NOTE — A lonely 
beauty who is the screen ’s lead­

60 this week. G reta Garbo today 
is alm ost a phantom, but after 
25 years her film s still a re ma­ 
jor attractio n s.

Gt tafsson in Stockholm, 
Sweden, 60 y ears ago Sunday. 
Some so u rces say 61. She has 
not acted in film s for a quarter 
century, yet most critic s agree 
she rem ains the screen ’s great­ 
est a c tre s s . 
Garbo lives in New York City, 
much as she has during her 40 
years in A m erica: alone. Her 
aloneness has long been a na­ 
tional 
joke, but 
she is not 
am used. 
” 1 never said, ’I want to be 
alone,*” she once complained to 
a friend, ” 1 only said, *1 want to 
be let alone’.” F or the most 
p art, she is . Old-time fans often 
observe her on the long walks 
she takes on M anhattan stre e ts, 
but they respect her privacy. 
Garbo has lived for many 
y ears in a cooperative ap a rt­ 
ment on 52nd S treet overlooking 
the L ast R iver. Her trip s have 
grown 
m ore infrequent. She 
makes a ra re return to Europe, 
usually staying at 
some se­ 
cluded place on the R iviera, or 
on the yacht of A ristotle Onas- 
sis. She com es to Hollywood 
once a year, visiting a few old 
friends like K atharine Hepburn, 
hair sty list Sidney Gulklaroff, 
and d irecto r George Cukor. 
But most of the tim e she leads 
the so litary life. How did she get 
that way? 
Her biographers 
have sug­ 
gested that Garbo was a shy, 
sensitive girl who was thurst 
into a 
life for which she was 
tem peram entally unsuited. The 
m ake-believe of being a motion 
picture a c tre ss appealed 
to 
h er, but 
the clam or 
su r­ 
rounding her status as a movie 
sta r proved m ore than

could endure. 
Upon her arriv al in Hollywood 
in 1926, she was im m ediately 
placed in the publicity mill at 
MGM, P re ss agents posed her 
with the studio’s tradem arklion 
and in the silent-era version of 
cheesecake. 
The nadir cam e 
when she was required to don a 
sp rin te r’s suit for a photograph 
with the U niversity of Southern 
California track coach. 
She snapped: “ When I am 
beeg like Gish” — Lillian was 
then the queen of MGM — “ no 
m ore publicity like this; no 
m ore handshakes with p rize­ 
fig h ters.” 
Garbo gave only a few te rse 
interview s before withdrawing 
into silence. Lon Chaney told 
h er: “ Don’t talk to anyone; we 
a re in the business of illusion.” 
The illusion of the “ Divine 
G arbo” continued to grow dur­ 
ing her 15 years in Hollywc. J 
and it 
rem ains vivid today. 
Friends say she is acutely cons­ 
cious of that illusion and tile 
way it is perpetuated by her 24 
film s, which can be seen on tel­ 
evision and at Garbo festivals in 
arthouse th e ate rs. 
Over the years, many produc­ 
e rs have announced plans to 
return G arbo to the s c re e n ,and

“ W ar,” 
said Sherm an long 
ago, “ is hell.” But that is not 
all it is; it is also WASTE. 
T his is especially true of fo r­ 
eign w ars, such as we have been 
fighting the past half century, 
w here even the m etallic litte r 
of the battlefields is not open 
to salvage on our part. 
Probably half of our high- 
g rade, 
low -cost re se rv e s of 
iro n and lead now lie burled on 
the battlefields of Europe and 
the P acific. In fact the drain of 
W orld W ar II was such that, 
in 
1945, E lm er W. Pehrson, 
an official of the Bureau of 
M ines, estim ated that our high- 
grade com m ercial re se rv e s of 
lead ore were then sufficient 
fo r twelve years, zinc for nine­ 
teen y ea rs, and silv er for only 
eleven years. Submarginal and 
speculative rese rv e s of lead 
w ere estim ated as adding p e r­ 
haps five m ore years of p ro ­ 
duction. 
“ F uture additions” he thought, 
would depend “ largely on the 
su c c e ss achieved in utilizing 
known low -grade deposits not 
available econom ically at p re s ­ 
ent and the discovery of deep­ 
seated o r concealed deposits, 
the presence 
of which is not 
ea sily discernable.” And be­ 
cause the mining of d ee p -sea t­ 
ed o re s and the processing of 
low -grade deposits are apt to 
be considerably m ore expen­ 
siv e than the sam e operations 
with high-grade m aterials, he 
felt that higher prices would 
play an im portant role in en ­ 
couraging the development oi 
any new deep reserv es. 
Fortunately for us, new m eth­ 
ods of detecting deep-seated 
o re s w ere just then coming in­ 
to use. These, from an early 
date, we thought were destined 
to be m ore im portant to the 
heartland 
region than else - 
w here, sim ply because we had 
vast potential ore-bearing s tr a ­ 
ta located at favorable depths 
for use of these new methods 
of m ineral detection. 
In August 1958 we surm ised 
that application of these would 
in 
M issouri alone, resu lt in 
new investm ents totaling hun­ 
dred s of m illions of dollars, 
We 
felt that stepped-up r e ­ 
search in this field was the key 
for bringing this about. 
M issouri alone of our h e a rt­ 
land sta te s has really worked 
this rese a rc h field, and in the 
past few years has boosted its 
geological survey to where it 
p are s 
favorably with the 
Leat in the nation. The re su lts, 
too, have been all that could 
have been desired. 
Recent 
figures indicate that 
the past five years have brought 
M issouri some $209.2 m illion in 
new investm ents in iron mining, 
m illing and processing, with an 
estim ated future potential of an 
additional $80 million now in 
view. 


C onstruction costs at new M is­ 
so u ri lead m ines, m ills 
and 
sm e lte rs, 
in 
that 
p e r i o d , 
amounted to about $90 m illion, 
with an estim ated $60 million 
o r so still to come in the near 
future. In fact, only last No­ 
vem ber, Kennecott Copper C or­ 
poration announced plans for a 
$33 m illion lead mine and mill 
ten m iles NW. of Ellington, Mo. 
This alone will employ about 
225 people. Then, in Decem ber, 
A m erican Metal Climax and 
Hom estake Mining announced a 
joint $35 m illion m ine, m ill and 
sm e lte r 
complex 
to be de­ 
veloped at Bixby, Mo. In addi­ 
tion, F risco Railroad will build 
a $5 m illion rail line to serve 
som e of the new m ines, just as 
M issouri Pacific built a new line 
to the Pea Ridge, Mo., iron 
development. 
The new lead sm elter, by the 
way, will be the first new one 
erected in the United sta te s in 
o ver forty y ears. 
Also, it is 
worth noting that M is so rts new 
lead region is the first such de­ 
velopment in the nation since the 
P ich e r-M iam i T ri-S tate depos­ 
its were opened about 1916. 
Conservative mining journals 
now share our enthusiasm of 
som e eight years ago. An a r ­ 
ticle in the Nov. 1965 issue of 
the Engineering & M iningJour- 
nal even went so far as to say 
that M issouri’s new m ineral 
area “ now has the potential of 
being — and is rapidly becom ­ 
ing -- one of the superm ining 
d istric ts of the w orld.” Capital 
investm ent, over the next ten 
y ears, 
is estim ated at $500 
m illion. O thers predict that by 
1968 the new M issouri Lead 
Belt will be the la rg e st lead 
producer in the world, with an 
annual output totaling some $100 
m illion.

Credit Boom Brings Need 


For Counseling Services

NEW YORK (AP) — The tre ­ 
mendous surge in the use of 
credit during the 1960s is being 
accompanied by a related phe­ 
nomenon: counseling services 
that advise or supervise those 
who can’t pay bills. 
The reception given a new 
counseling service here indi­ 
cates there are a lot of people 
who thought they were basking 
in the good life only to have a 
tidal wave of bills submerge 
them in debt. 
Said William J. Martin J r., 
President of Consumer Credit 
Counseling Service of Long Is­ 
land: 
“ We haven’t publicized the 
service much, but we have de­ 
termined there is a definite 
need. People are banging down 
the door.” Those seeking help 
are “ confused, overwhelmed by 
their position.” 
Called by various nam es— 
debtors 
anonymous, 
credit 
counselors, consumer counse­ 
lo rs—they have the same goal: 
To take the avalanche of bills 
you can’t pay, put you on a 
strict budget and, if necessary, 
horsetrade your creditors into 
t a k i n g payments in sm aller 
amounts. 
Credit counseling services are 
available in at least 27 states 
and Ontario, Canada. Soon there 
may 
be one in Washington, 
D.C., and in the near future 
they are expected to appear in 
every state where laws perm it. 
The facts behind the pheno­ 
menon are these: 
Consumer instalment debt has 
increased from about $48 billion 


in 1962 to close to $70 billion 
early this year. Personal bank­ 
ruptcies, estimated at more 
than 140,000 a year, have had 
a sim ilar increase. 
Some of this results from ill­ 
ness and acts of God. Much of 
it, however, represents the pro­ 
liferation of charge accounts, 
credit cards, easy term s, and 
the buy-now-pay-later philoso­ 
phy. 


Any community can begin a 
credit counseling service if its 
m erchants, doctors, law yers, 
loan officials and bankers want 
one and are willing to pay the 
adm inistrative 
costs.

Credit Boom Brings Need 


For Counseling Services

NEW YORK (A P) — The tre­ 
mendous surge in the use of 
credit during the 1960s is being 
accompanied by a related phe­ 
nomenon; counseling services 
that advise or supervise those 
who can’t pay bills. 
The reception given a new 
counseling service here indi­ 
cates there are a lot of people 
who thought they were basking 
in the good life only to have a 
tidal wave of bills submerge 
them in debt. 
Said W illiam J . Martin Jr ., 
President of Consumer Credit 
Counseling Service of Long Is­ 
land: 
“ We haven’t publicized the 
service much, but we have de­ 
termined there is a definite 
need. People are banging down 
the door.” Those seeking help 
are “ confused, overwhelmed by 
their position.” 
Called by various names— 
debtors 
anonymous, 
credit 
counselors, consumer counse­ 
lors—they have the same goal: 
To take the avalanche of bills 
you can’t pay, put you on a 
strict budget and, if necessary, 
horsetrade your creditors into 
t a k i n g payments in sm aller 
amounts. 
Credit counseling services are 
available in at least 27 states 
and Ontario, Canada. Soon there 
may 
be one in Washington, 
D.C., and in the near future 
they are expected to appear in 
every state where laws perm it. 
The facts behind the pheno­ 
menon are these: 
Consumer instalment debt has 
increased from about $48 bill ion 


in 1962 to close to $70 billion 
early this year. Personal bank­ 
ruptcies, estimated at more 
than 140,000 a year, have had 
a similar increase. 
Some of this results from ill­ 
ness and acts of God. Much of 
it, however, represents the pro­ 
liferation of charge accounts, 
credit cards, easy terms, and 
the buy-now-pay-later philoso­ 
phy.

but I don’t know which one,” 
Daley said. 
Asked 
whether 
the killing 
might have been carried out by 
a burglar who had been dis­ 
covered, Daley said, “ as of this

He said no accumulation of 
valuables such as jewelry was 
in the rambling Percy mansion 
overlooking Lake Michigan in 
this fashionable North Shore 
suburb of Chicago. 
Percy’ s wife, Loraine, discov­ 
ered the killing after hearing 
moans and going to Valerie’s 
room to investigate. 
The 
Percys’ bedroom door 
was 
closed. Asked how the 
mother could have heard sounds 
with the door closed, Daley said 
that in the quiet of the night she 
would have heard them. 
The search for clues thus far 
has yielded some scissors, a 
knife and an old moccasin. Dal­ 
ey said he placed no signifi­ 
cance on these items. 
The investigation, he said, 
was being handled by a team 
of four 
men from the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office, 
three agents of the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation, and detec­ 
tives from the Chicago Police 
Homicide Division and Crime 
Laboratory. 
The F B I’s status in the hunt is 
that of a cooperating agency, 
agents said.

Valerie was 
dead when he arrived.

Peace Corpsman 


MWANZA, Tanzania (A P) — 
A 
Tanzanian judge acquitted 
UJS. Peace Corpsman Bill Hay­ 
wood Kinsey today of the charge 
of murdering his young wife. 
Judge Harold Platt announced 
his verdict to a tense, crowded 
courtroom. A two-man jury had 
recommended that Kinsey, 25, 
of Washington, N.C., be found 
innocent. The judge was not re­ 
quired to follow the recom­ 
mendation of the jury of “ asses­ 
sors” but he usually does in a 
murder trial. 
The two assessors-Gail Bag- 
ley, 46, a soil conservation ex­ 
pert from F.lsberry, Mo., and 
Tanzanian economist Fred Mu- 
gobi, 27, told the court they be­ 
lieved that Peverley Kinsey, 23, 
died of an accidental Rill on 
March 27, as her husband con­ 
tended. 
“ Having 
given 
anxious 
thought to the evidence in this 
court, I’ m of the opinion that 
the charge has not been suffi­ 
ciently proved against the ac­ 
cused so as to enable me to find 
that he is guilty beyond reason­ 
able doubt,” said Platt. 
“ While 
the 
accused 
must 
therefore carry with him the 
suspicion that 
he 
may have 
been responsible for his wife’s 
death, he must, in justice, be 
acquitted and set free. 
The British-born judge took 
nearly two hours to review the 
cases for the prosecution and 
the defense and to read his 
judgment. 
Kinsey, flushed and tense, sat 
grim-faced in the dock listening 
intently to the judgment. He 
blinked nervously behind his 
horn-rimmed spectacles. 
He was released immediately 
from custody and Peace Corps 
officials 
whisked him away. 
In Washington, Peace Corps 
Director Jack Vaughn said in a 
statement: “ Naturally, we are 


deeply gratified by the verdict. 
The court proceedings were em­ 
inently fair, were conducted 
with complete dedication to the 
highest principles of modern 
jurisprudence and were a credit 
to the government of Tanzania 
and its judicial system.”
